VICTIM IN BAD CONDITION 


Sheriff Bebout and Deputies Spend 


All Last Night on Man Hunt 


Near Carthage. 


Tired and worn out by a man hunt 


all over northern Rush county last 
night, Sheriff Clata Bebout, his son 
Verl and Policeman John Welters re- 
turned to Rushville about five o'clock 
this morning. 
They were searching 


for William Hopkins,«age sixty-five, 
who shot and seriously wounded Lee 
Somers, a 
neighbbor, living on a 


farm adjoining his, about five o'clock 
yesterday evening. 


Late this afternoon Hopkins had 


not been located. A description of 
him has been sent to the police in a 
number of cities. Walter Hopkins, 
his son, came to Rushville this morn- 
ing and told the sheriff his 
father 


would give himself up, but little faith 
was placed in his story. The" fact 
that the son came here led the sheriff 
and police to believe Hopkins might 
be here, and all outgoing trains were 
watched, but no trace of the fugitive 
was obtained. 


The trouble arose over ajine fence 


which has caused so many disputes 
and neighborhood quarrels. 
They 


have disagreed for some time over 
the location of a fence between their 
two farms. It was thought to be 
amicably settled, and Somers was not 
expecting a quarrel yesterday even- U'Wielly 
ing when his neighbor came over and Rettig. 
shot him. 


According to the sheriff's version of 


the shooting it was told to him by 
Somers, members of his family and 
by farmers in the neighborhood. Hop- 
kins is entirely to blame for the af- 
fray. 
He started the fuss, accord- 


ing to Somers, and his brother, who tendance. Irene 
witnessed the shooting.

Hopkins is a Kentuckian who mov- 


ed to Indiana from the Blue Grass 
State several years ago. He is gen- 
erally regarded as a mean man by the Trader. 
farmers in the community north of 
Carthage where he lives, according to j 
the story which was told Sheriff Be- 
bout. The sheriff says he was told 
that Hopkins nearly always carries a 
revolver. 


There is some doubt as to whether 


Somers will recover. jThe bullet.from 
Hopkins' revolver

back at the left side and is so deeply 
imbedded, in the flesh that the physi- 


, cians were unable to locateit. They 


probed for it as long as the patient 
«ould withstand the pain. He suffer- 
ed all night long and was under the 
constant care of a physician. 


It is feared that blood poisoning 


complications may set. in and result 
in a fatal termination of the shoot- 
ing fray. 
The attending physician 


says that if the bullet tore a piece of 
of Somers' clothes and carried it in- 
to the flesh, that blood poisoning is 
almost certain to result. It is doubt- 
ful if the bullet can ever'be remov- 
ed.

With all these reverses staring him 


in the face the aged man is said to 
have made numerous threats recently 
of commiting suicide, and, though his 
death is an awful shock.to his rela- 
tives and friends, the sad ending of 
his life was not wholly unexpected. 


Since the fire the family had been 


living about an eighth of a mile from 
the old homestead and Monday even- 
ing at dark Mr. Moore went to the 
latter place to hjok after his live 
stock and to shut tip the chickens for 
the night. When he did not reti 
immediately his wife and her 
two 


sons. Roy and Clarence Yeager, aged 
fourteen and sixteen years, respec- 
tively, were not greatly, alarmed, as 
he was in the habit of going to the 
store in Rays Crossing and spending 
the evening. They were the only oc- 
cupants of the house, as Mr. Moore 
had no children of his own, and they 
retired and slept till 
nearly 
four 


o'clock the next morning. 


When Mrs. Moore found that her 


husband'had not been at home during 
the night she and one of the boys 
went to^the home of Orville Gordon 
to make inquiries. They were by that 
time greatly alarmed and feared that 
something must have v happened to 
him. 
Recalling his threats of suicide 


they had Sir. Gordon and Frank 
Thomas accompany them to the barn. 


Mr. Gordon was first-to discover 


the fate that Mr. Moore had meted 
out to himself. He was found hang-

WINGS OF AEROPLANE 


Causa of Disasier Which Over- 


took Army Aviators. 


Washington. June 13.—According to 


the preliminary findings of the 
offi 


cial • board of inquiry, unwise man 
jpulation of the aeroplane in which the 
Wright aviator, Al Welsh, and Lieut 
enant Leighton W. Hazelhurst of the 
army were killed at the army aviation 
field was the cause of-the accident. 


It was found that just before the 


accident, Welsh, operating the ma 
chine, brought it down from the 
freights at a very sharp angle. He 
proposed, it is believed, to gather 
enough momentum on the slide down 
to give him a flying start upward when 
he should begin his climb to meet the 
conditions required by the war depart- 
ment for the acceptance of the ma- 
chine, namely that he reach an alti- 
tude of 2,000 feet 
in ten minutes. 


Welsh made the descent within about 
fifty feet of the ground with engine al- 
most cut off. Then at the moment of 
turning upward he put on all possible 
power. The board found that the sud- 
den turning upward together with 
speeding the propellers at the same 
moment, suddenly placed too great a 
strain upon the wings of the aero- 
plane, that they crumpled up, permit- 
ting the machine,to fall.

Senate and House at Parting 


of Ways, 


Washington, June 13.—On its action 


repealing the Canadian reciprocity 
act, including the free print-paper pro 
vision, the senate voted, 33 to 27 
to "stand pat." When the bill revis 
ing the steel schedule was sent ove 
from the house with a message notify 
ing the senate that the house had re 
fused to concur in the senate amenc 
ments and asked for a conference, Sen 
ator-Simmons of North Carolina, Dem 
ocratic tariff leader, moved that th 
senate recede from the amendment re 
pealing the Canadian act, but the mo 
tion was voted down and on the mo- 
tion of Senator Lodge the bill was sent 
to tlie conference committee of the 
two houses with the senate insisting 
on its reciprocity amendment. 


Congress is certain to be deadlocked 


on that question. The opponents of 
reciprocity have reached an agreement 
on a $2 rate per ton on print paper, 
the world over. They have served no- 
tice on the other side that they will 
permit no tariff legislation to .go to the 
president unless it carries with it an 
appeal of the Canadian reciprocity act, 
including the free print-paper provi- 
sion. To this end they declare they 
will offer amendments to each of the 
tariff bills as they come up in the sen- 
ate, provided the conferees do not re- 
tain the provision in the bill revising 
the steel schedule.

'ARTY DISASTER 
NOW IS THE CRY 


acing the Certainty That Taft Will 
Enter the Convention With Thirty- 
six Votes to the Good, Flinn and 
Dixon Are Holding Up Feai; of Pa|ty 
Defeat as a Means of Securing De- 
fection in President's Ranks. 


Chicago, June 13.—Five days before 
ie first session of the Republican na- 
ional convention, an analysis of the 
ituation can be simply and directly 
ortrayed. The national committee 


will finish its consideration o£ the con- 
ests late Saturday night. There is no 
eason to believe that the verdict 
vhich has been given in 99 per cent of 
he contests, in which the Roosevelt 
national eommitteemen have joined, 
vill be different when all of the con- 
ests have been decided. By Saturday 
night, therefore, President Taft, un- 
ler these circumstances, will have 576 
lelegates, or thirty-six more than will 
ie. required for his renomination. 


A table carefully prepared by dis- 


nterested ones who have gone over 
he situation state by state, with the 
accepted information that all the con- 
ests will be decided by Saturday 
night, gives President Taft at that 
ime 574 votes, ex-Presidest Roosevelt 
58, Senator Cummins 10 and Senator 
LaFollette 36; total, 1,078. 


The Roosevelt managers with Wil- 


iam Flinn of Pittsburg as the chief 
ixecutive, have begun efforts to offset 
he foregoing facts which confront 
them most emphatically. Mr. Flinn's 
elegrams to bunches of Roosevelt del- 
egates instructing them to rush to the 
battlefield met with enthusiastic re- 
iponses. These bunches of Roosevelt 
delegates 
have come from many 


states. They came ahead of their fel- 
owa for the purpose of co-operating 
with Mr. Flinn and Senator Dixon in 
:heir efforts to impress upon Taft del- 
egates the chief argument advanced 
jy 
Roosevelt's 
campaigners—that 


President Taft's renomination would 
not only bring defeat to Taft, but 
would, result in defeat for all Republi 
can state tickets and would also bring 
defeat to candidates for all local of- 
fices and would leave the house of rep- 
resentatives in the hands of Demo- 
crats by another overwhelming major- 
ty. These arguments are to be used 
trom this time in the effort to divert 
Irom President Taft enough delegates 
to defeat his renomination and to ac- 
complish the nomination of ex-Presi 
dent Roosevelt.

you was a liar. My wife had

Somers said he made some sort of 


a reply, but that he was not angered, 
knowing Hopkins' reputation for be- 
ing quick to lose his temper.
